OUR DIVIDED FLEET. 
The gradual strengthening of the 
Pacific fleet is an interesting pheno­ 
menon. 
It is being done quietly, as is 
eminently proper, though no effort is 
being made to keep it secret and the 
matter is being discussed from time 
to time in the press, although for a 
while it seems to have escaped public 
attention. 
The new dreadnaughts, as 
they go into commission, are being 
sent to the Pacific, and the destroyer 
force there is being, or is soon to be, 
augmented by the transfer of many 
destroyer units from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 
Meanwhile, in view of these devel­ 
opments, it is interesting to inquire 
what has become of the crusade that 
w a| being waged so fiercely a short 
time ago against the policy of vnain- 
taining separate fleets instead of unit­ 
ing all the main elements of the navy 
into one body. 
It was Secretary Dan­ 
iels who divided the fleet, sending 
approximately one-half of it into the 
Pacific and keeping the other half in 
the Atlantic; and this policy of his 
drove some of the republican news­ 
papers almost crazy with rage and 
was denounced by them as the worst 
sort of criminal folly. 
They never 
made it clear whether they thought 
the whole fleet should he concentrated 
in the Pacific, leaving the 
Atlantic 
coast unprotected, or vice-versa, al­ 
though, since most of the complaints 
came from the East, it seems reason­ 
able to assume that they wanted the 
whole fleet kept in the Atlantic. 
At 
any rate, it wras proclaimed by these 
newspapers over and over again that 
as soon as Mr. Daniels went out of 
office and a republican succeeded him 
as secretary of the navy the divided 
fleet 
would 
be 
brought 
together 
again; and presumably the expecta­ 
tion was that they would be brought 
in the Atlantic. 
Nothing of the sort has happened. 
Secretary Denby has continued 
Mr. 
Daniels’ policy. Indeed, instead of re­ 
uniting the fleet in the Atlantic, he 
is sending additional ships to the Pa­ 
cific, though at the same time keep­ 
ing a large and formidable force on 
the eastern seaboard. 
Yet the critics 
who howled against Daniels are not 
saying a word against Denby, and the 
“divided fleet” bogey seems to have 
been forgotten. 
Well, politics is pol­ 
itics, and that’s all there is to it. 


Harding’s plan, if it is what it is re­ 
ported to he, they would have practic­ 
ally an alliance. 
But under Mr. Wil­ 
son’s plan, they would not. have an al­ 
liance, because the Covenant is what 
is it. 
They are perfectly willing to 
change the Covenant radically 
be­ 
cause the alliance is what they seek. 
But Mr. Wilson was not willing to 
change the Covenant radically be­ 
cause he did not seek an alliance but 
a universal league, which is what the 
Covenant provides for. 
Essential as a league or association 
of nations now is, there are many 
dangers involved in such an organiza­ 
tion. 
The Covenant of the League of 
Nations took cognizance of these dan­ 
gers and provided safeguards against 
most of them. If we go into an organi­ 
zation of nations unsafely guarded 
either by the present Covenant or by, 
one closely similar to it, we shall be 
exposed to much greater dangers than 
any that the Paris League would have 
involved. 
• 


ELIMINATING THE COVENANT. 
A dispatch from Paris says that the 
French cannot see much difference 
between the association 
of nations 
plan attributed to President Harding 
and the League of Nations. 
The only 
considerable difference they can dis­ 
cover is that the Covenant of the pres­ 
ent League would be eliminated in the 
proposed association, and the dispatch 
notes that, so far as the Covenant is 
concerned, the Europeans are ready 
to change it in any way President 
Harding’s administration may desire. 
The French are a keen-witted folk 
and, as usual, they are looking past 
the unessentials to the heart of tl\is 
matter. 
But whether or not they are 
right in saying that there is no im­ 
portant difference between Mr. Hard­ 
ing’s plan and the Wilson plan de­ 
pends on what one considers import­ 
ant. 
What the French want is an a1-

It was not long ago that many peo­ 
ple hoped and some believed that the 
world was through 
with 
alliances. 
There seemed to be a possibility that 
these compacts between nations would 
be succeeded by something ^ se more 
wholesome for the world in general. 
Yet today alliances occupy a large 
pad. of the thought of those who have 
to concern themselves with interna­ 
tional matters; and one of the most 
important questions now being dis­ 
cussed is the possibility of a hard and 
fast alliance between Great Britain 
and France. 
There exists now between those two 
nations only an understanding. It was 
sufficient in 1914 to bring Britain to 
the side of France in the struggle 
against Germany, but there were some 
hours of uncertainty in 1914 as to 
what Britain would do, and there are 
many Frenchmen who wish to elimi­ 
nate all such uncertainty in case a sim­ 
ilar situation should arise again. 
The 
underlying thought that runs through 
the whole of France’s foreign policy 
is protection against Germany; and 
a hard and fast agreement with Brit­ 
ain obligating the latter to take arms 
in behalf of France in case she is at­ 
tacked appeals powerfully to many 
Frenchmen. 
The matter is complicated, 
how­ 
ever, as a Paris correspondent of the 
New York Times points out, by doubt 
as to America’s attitude towards such 
an alliance. 
The French do not wish 
to do anything which would diminish 
the prospect of American aid in case 
France needs help again, and they 
are afraid that an alliance with Brit­ 
ain might have that effect. 
France 
as Britain’s ally might have to sup­ 
port the British view against the 
American view in some future con­ 
troversy, and France does not wish to 
be put in that position. 
Hence there 
are many Frenchmen who are opposed 
to the proposed Franco-British alli­ 
ance. 
What is this hut one more illustra­ 
tion of the fact that the old order is 
really obsolete and the old methods 
are no longer adapted to the needs 
of civilization? 
Even the system of 
alliances, by which the advocates of 
the old order were ready to swear, is 
seen to have serious drawbacks upon 
close inspection. 
The French are just 
as dubious about forming an alliance 
with Britain as the British are about 
renewing their alliance with Japan. 
As usual, Mr. Wilson was right. 
The 
day of alliances has passed.

Chicago, July 13.—Emploves of

Railway 
Express 
company will receive a wage reduc­ 
tion of 6 cents an hour, beginning 
August I, under a decision of the 
United 
States 
Railroad 
Labor 
Board last afternoon. 
The cut will affect all employes 
of the company except a few hun­ 
dred shop men, about 50,000 work­ 
ers, or 25 per cent under the nor­ 
mal force in. the express service 
at the present time. * 
No reduction of express rates 
is contemplated at this time as a 
result of the wage cut, express com­ 
pany officials said yesterday. 
. It is estimated that approximate­ 
ly $8,000,000 will be sliced off of the 
annual labor hill of the company 
under the reduction with the pres- 
est number of employes. The com­ 
pany normally employes between 
70,000 and 75,000 workers. 
In its petition to the labor board 
several weeks ago, the company 
asked restoration of the rates of 
pay in effect prior to the board’s 
$30,000,000 wage award on August 
IO, 1920. 
A uniform increase in 
rates of 16 cents an hour w’as grant­ 
ed by that decision. 
The ruling 
takes away less than half of the 
1920 award. 
Hearings at which both sides pre­ 
sented considerable testimony to 
the board were held early in June. 
The company recited its difficul­ 
ties, due to the general slump in 
business 
during 
the 
past 
few’ 
months, and contended that its 
labor bill must he reduced on ac­ 
count of lack of business and ask­ 
ing reductions also because of al­ 
leged lowfer cost of living and gen­ 
eral wage decreases in other in­ 
dustries. 
The American Railway Express 
company is a consolidation of seven 
large 
companies 
which 
were 
brought together under the federal 
railroad administration during the 
war. 
The director general of rail­ 
roads granted the expressmen an 
increase of $25 a month in April, 
1919, the increase being retroactive 
to January I, 1919. Hours of serv­ 
ice and overtime rules resulted in 
increased compensation to the em­ 
ployes in September, 1919. A year 
later the labor hoard granted its 
16 per cent increase, retroactive 
to May I, 1920. 
Under 
the 
transportation 
act 
wage adjustments must he consid­ 
ered in conference between the 
carrier and the employes, and in, 
event of disagreement the dispute 
may be taken to the labor board 
for decision. 
The company called 
its men in for such conferences in 
May, but the employes refused to 
consider any reduction whatever. 
The case was then taken to the 
labor board. 
The Clerks’ Union and the Order 
of Railway Expressmen handled 
the case for the larger number of 
employes, 
other 
workers 
being 
chiefly team sters and chauffeurs, 
represented by the 
International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters,, Chauf­ 
feurs, Stablemen and Helpers of 
America.

cape of four occupants of an Over­ 
land touring car which went over 
the em bankment at the north end 
of Muddy Creek bridge on the Seda­ 
lia H ughesville 
road 
at 9 o ’clock 
Saturday night. 
Virgil W illiam s and Bert Russ ac­ 
companied by Miss Daisy Damrill 
and Miss Frances Hough early Sat­ 
urday evening started for a spin in 
Mr. W illiam s’ Overland touring car 
on the Sedalia-H ughesviile 
road. 
They had traveled toward the end 
of the rock road, probably ten miles 
from this city to a point beyond 
the Muddy 
Creek 
bridge 
where 
they turned 
to m ake 
the 
return 
trip. 
According to one member of 
the party they were traveling at a 
speed probably 20 or 25 miles an 
hour when com ing down the hill 
just north of Muddy Creek bridge 
which at that point is very steep. 
On the approach to the bridge there 
is a sharp turn and when Mr. W il­ 
liam s attem pted to m anipulate his 
steering wheel to make theturn it 
locked and finding it im possible to 
guide the car he im m ediately ap­ 
plied the brakes. 
The brakes fail­ 
ed to work and iii a few seconds the 
car plunged over a twenty foot em ­ 
bankment landing topsy turvy in 
the center of Muddy Creek in three 
or four feet of water. 
All the occupants of the car were 
carried under the water with it 
hut the two young men and Miss 
Damrill 
im m ediately 
freed them ­ 
selves. M iss Hough was pinned un­ 
der the car in the water.

long continued breakdown of agri­ 
cultural production in Russia lar­ 
gely accounts for the golden stream 
of middle western wheat that is 
flowing through this port to Europe 
at the rate of several million bush­ 
els monthly, according to shipping 
men and grain exporters here. 
Italy, Germany, Greece and oth­ 
er countries 
which 
formerly de­ 
pended upon the cereals of the 
Ukraine now are declared to be 
placing virtually all their grain or­ 
ders in the middle western United 
States. 
W heat is converging upon this is­ 
land from nearly every grain-grow­ 
ing state. 
One entire trainload re­ 
cently crossed the causeway from 
Chugwater, W yoming, Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, Colorado, 
Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma 
and 
Texas 
are 
other 
states from 
which 
growers 
are 
sending their products tow’ard this 
port in trainloads. 
As many 
as 1,000 
carloads of 
grain have crossed the causeway 
within a period of 24 hours, accord­ 
ing to local railway officials. 
Since July I, 1920, a total of 66,- 
625,713,127 
bushels 
of wheat has 
been exported through Galveston. 
In May alone 7,846,388.50 bushels 
were lifted for foreign ports. 
Italy with 3,154,266 bushels, wras 
the middle w est’s best custom er lit 
May. Great Britain came next, tak­ 
ing a total 
of 2,959,379 
bushels, 
while Germany was third with 1,- 
133,665 bushels. France, w'hich is 
rapidly getting to the point where 
she can feed herself, took only 205,- 
333 bushels and Belgium, 190,450 
bushels. 
Holland 
and 
Spain im­ 
ported 104,000 and 
98,400 
bushels 
respectively. 
The 
unprecedented 
pouring 
of 
wheat through 
Galveston 
results 
from favorable rail differentials, ac­ 
cording to shipping 
and 
railway 
men. 
In May Galveston led all ports of 
the United States in grain exports. 
New Orleans w-as second with a to­ 
tal of 5,082,839 bushels. 
Philadel­ 
phia third with 2,206,795 and New 
York fourth with 1,941,000, accord­ 
ing to figures of the Galveston Cot­ 
ton Exchange and 
the 
board of 
trade.

They contain 
oxalic acid and death lurks in that 
acid. 
A fatal case of poisoning by ruhbarh 
leaves was reported some time ago in 
the New York Medical Journal. 
The red and rosy stalk of the rhu­ 
barb bas been proved by generations 
of cooks and generations of men and 
women at table to be a wholesome and 
palatable food. It is good as sauce and 
as tilling for pie. 
But the green foli­ 
age of the plant should not be used as 
“greens."

DATES FROM “ DIVINE RIGHT” 


“Star Chamber Proceedings” an Echo 
of the Days When tllOQS Could 
Do No W ro^ f 


“Star Chamber Proceeding” is an 
expression now almost Invariably used 
to denote an official action which is 
conducted in secret and, usually, in 
a high-handed manner. 
The phrase conies to us from the 
fact that centuries ago there existed 
in England an all-powerful tribunal 
consisting of a committee of the king’s 
privy council. The custom was either 
instituted or revived by Henry VII, 
In 1480. 
This council had omnipotent powers 
and was unfettered by rules of law. 
It dealt with civil and criminal cases 
alike by “hill and Information,” with­ 
out the aid of a jury, and could inflict 
any form of punishment short of 
death. 
The original was “star chamber” 
because in the room where the council 
met were deposited the Jewish bonds 
known as “stars” from the Hebrew 
word shetar, meaning a covenant.— 
Brooklyn Eagle. 


Chinese Shoes Homemade. 
There are shoemakers among the 
Chinese and shoes of varying grades 
are for sale in the shops, but many of 
the shoes worn by upper-class Chinese 
are products not of the shops but of 
the home. 
For the Chinese woman of 
good family who has been educated in 
the old-fashioned way, considers it 
both a duty and a pleasure to make 
the family shoes, and she lavishes 
upon them the money, the leisure, the 
taste and skill that do not enter into 
the making of the commercial article, 
writes Roland Gorbold in Asia Maga­ 
zine.

The uppers of a pair in my col­ 
lection are of pale blue silk, with an 
appliqued toe and motifs of purple 
and much embroidered in yellow, red 
and blue, enriched with gold.

Everett Hale, in bis “Memories of a 
Hundred Years,” tells of a Dojvn East 
sea captain who said he wished “they 
could take the old engine out of Adams 
and put it into a new hull.” 
Adams 
was stricken in his seat at the cap­ 
itol in Washington on a spot that is 
stiil pointed out to visitors. 


The notion that all prehistoric men 
were brutes and savages dies hard, a 
notion which has been spread by po­ 
ets, painters and sculptors as well as 
by many thoughtless prehistorians. A 
theoretic rebuttal is afforded in the 
simple consideration that any tribe in 
which brutal and savage elements pre­ 
dominated would have undergone a 
retrogressive social and racial devel­ 
opment and would never have attained 
the superb qualities which we discov­ 
er in many of the Eurasiatic races 
immediately on their emergence from 
the so-called savage state. Man is not 
a savage because he dresses in skins 
and uses stone and wooden weapons; 
he may he savage while riding in an 
automobile and using a rifle. 
“The 
New Stone Age in Northern Europe,” 
by John M. Tyler, is refreshing for 
those who desire to bury the primitive 
savage theory once for nil and to give 
our prehistoric ancestors credit for 
our fundamental virtues, both mental 
and spiritual, as well as to excuse 
them for certain customs which have 
only recently disappeared from our 
own civilization. 
Altogether, the new 
Stone age covered not only a very long 
period of time, but one of great cul­ 
tural progress, partly autochthonous, 
but more largely introduced from the 
East. 
The varied industries of the 
era. the valuable implements, the trade 
in salt, gold, copper and amber, the 
mining for flint, indicate people equal, 
if not superior, to the average inhabf- 
tants of the same regions of Europe 
at the present time.—Henry Fairfield 
Osborn in the Literary Review.

HISTORY REVEALED BY DEBRIS 


Interesting to Speculate What Future 
Explorers W ill Think of That 
of the Present Day. 


When the archeologist wishes to 
know which of two civilizations Is the 
older he seeks a place where the debris 
of one is piled upon that of the other 
—superposition, 
he 
calls it, 
Clark 
Wissler writes in Harper’s. Again, if 
he wishes to determine the periods in 
the development of a single city he 
seeks out the places where the daily 
refuse was dumped. 
Naturally, the 
bottom of the dump is the older, the 
top the most recent. 
Experience has 
shown that pottery decorations and 
styles are subject to frequent changes 
and that where pottery is made numer­ 
ous fragments find their way to the 
dump, where they form successive lay­ 
ers in order of their dates. 
The first effective use of this method 
was in the’ valley of the Nile, where 
lies the refuse of the ages, 
in 
the 
strata of which was found the key to 
the history of early Egypt. The same 
method has been applied to the valley 
of the San Juan in New Mexico, in 
which lies the Animas river and this 
ruin, and to the neighboring valleys 
where similar ruins are found. 
The 
extensive researches of Kidder, Mor­ 
ris and Nelson have established a rela­ 
tive chronology for the pottery types 
in this valley.
